President from its oivii territory and of iis 
own selection.

is more accurate to say, that the constitu¬ 
tion recognized in the states the power to 
establish litis and ntiniernus other social 
and political instilution.s, and left the e.xer- 
ci^e of this [)ower, to llie wisdoni and sound 
discretion oftho slates. 

Take in illustration of this subject, 
the right of suffrage. This is very far 
from being uniform ill the several states. 
In some slates, none but land-holders have 
this right, as in Rhode Island; and although 
this is a great grievance, yet the conslilu- 
lioii makes it the duty of the general gov¬ 
ernment to defend these states in enforc¬ 
ing their laws, whether they are'founded 
in ji%ice and equity or not. And yet who 
will pretend that the injtistice of such 
state laws is to be ascribed to the constitu¬ 
tion, or is guaranteed by it.’ No one, sure¬ 
ly. Hence every man has felt at liberty to 
protest against the unequal suffrage laws 
of Rhode Island, without suspecting for a 
moment that he was thereby doing violence 
to any article of the conslilution. 

Again; suppose the Stale of Maine, for 
example, should provide by law, that all 
it» inhabitants should be considered in a 
state of minority, until they were thirty 
years of age, and that parents .and giiardi- 
should have llie power to bind out to 
service, their children and wards, until 
they arrived at that age; there can be no 
doubt that fiigiiives from such a “service,” 
iireasonable and cruel as it certainly 
ould be, might be reclaimed under this 
very clause of the constitution now under 
consideration.
